Only by growing and learning constantly can you 
best serve your community, your industry, and the 
world. Never neglect any opportunity you have to 
advance in skill. Too often, because of the short- 
age of skilled workers which prompts a man to 
choose camera repair as a profession, even a mod- 
est amount of ability is enough to permit good earn- 
ings. But learning is a part of living. Use your 
School services and facilities to grow ever more 
capable in the field of your choice.

TWO KEYS TO SUCCESS 


Two of the most important habits that should 
be formed in repairing photographic equipment 
are perhaps the most difficult to acquire. 

The first one is to spend enough time just 
looking at an assembly to fully understand the 
reason for, and operation of, each and every part. 
The second is to be certain that each part assem- 
bled operates freely and properly at the time that 
it is assembled and that the previously assembled 
parts still operate correctly after another part is 
installed. 

The lack of these two fundamental practices 
is evident in nearly every instance where help is 
needed with a repair or a lesson assignment in- 
volving the dis-assembly of equipment. It seems 
to be the old story of "Haste Makes Waste". 

For example, a between-the-lens shutter is 
disassembled but problems arise in re-assembly 
because the proper position of the parts is not 
known, If the reason for, and operation of, each 
part is fully understood before dis-assembly is 
begun, the proper position could be determined 
easily. In other cases the part is assembled in 
its proper place, but no attempt is made to move 
it (with the aid of tweezers or the action of other 
parts) and it is not until the shutter is completely 
re-assembled, tound to be sticking open, and dis- 
assembled again, that a burr is found on the 
mounting post of this part that prevents it from 
moving freely. Sometimes parts that move slug- 
gishly are allowed topass a brief inspection with 
the thought that under all the spring tension of the 
other related parts this little binding won't have 
much effect. This is a time waster also because 
even slight binding ina lever can be multiplied 
many times in the action of other parts and cause 
real trouble in the final assembly. 

If a mechanism is understood at the outset, 
there is little chance that there will be any doubt 
as to the proper positions of the parts in their 
re-assembly. The time that is spent "just look- 
ing'' can amount to far less than the time spent 
later, "guessing" where the parts belong.

When each part is tested and made to operate 
correctlyas itis assembled there canbe no doubt, 
after the assembly is complete, that the mechan- 
ism will operate as it should. 

Nearly every repairman will develop these 
habits over a period of time because they can be 
forceably brought to mind when he fails to use 
them. However, he may loose a lot of money and 
some good customers in the process. To acquire 
these habits quickly requires a great deal of self- 
discipline since they seem to be contrary to hu- 
man nature. But they are time savers and money 
makers that can easily tip the scales decisively 
toward success.

The National Home Study Council is a vol- 
untary organization of private home study 
schools. Its purpose is to promote sound ed- 
ucational standards and ethical business prac- 
tices within the home study field. 

Over thirty years ago, under the stimulation 
of a Carnegie Corporation study and the Na- 
tional Better. Business Bureau, several well- 
éstablished correspondence schools recognized 
the need for standards and self-discipline with- 
in the field. In 1926 they organized the Coun- 
cil and established educational and ethical 
standards which have been raised repeatedly. 


COUNCIL 


ACCREDITATION 


The NHSC is primarily a public service or- 
ganization. It sets standards, identifies schools 
meeting those standards, and informs the 
public about them. 

The Council cooperates with national and 
state agencies in keeping them informed about 
the opportunities to develop trained man- 
power through home study. The NHSC works 
to keep the doors of educational opportunity 
and occupational advancement open to all. 


Four years ago the Council decided that 
further improvement could be made in its 
standards and procedures for examining home 
study schools. After much study and consul- 
tation with leading educational authorities, 
the Council developed and adopted a new 
accreditation program. The basic plan is simi- 
lar to that of other modern accrediting asso- 
ciations. 

Accreditation is a voluntary matter. Any 
private home study school five or more years 
old can apply. It need not be a member of the 
NHSC although upon accreditation it auto- 
matically becomes a member. 

NHSC accreditation means that competent 
judges vouch for the quality of a school. An 
accredited school is a first-rate school; it offers 
sound instruction and is reliable. Inasmuch as 
most home study schools are adult education 
institutions, they usually do not offer college 
credit or degrees. 
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SERVICE TO 


SCHOOLS 


The Council serves the public by encourag- 
ing improvement among all home study 
schools. It is constantly helping both mem- 
ber and non-member schools to upgrade the 
quality of their services. Through consulta- 
tion, conferences, committee visits, work- 
shops, research, and publications the Council 
helps schools desiring to meet the standards 
required by the NHSC to do so. 

The Council disciplines its own members. 
On occasion it expels schools which fail to 
maintain the required standards. 

The*Council cooperates with the Federal 
Trade Commission, the Post Office Depart- 
ment, State Education Departments, State 
Legislatures, Better Business Bureaus, and 
other official and voluntary bodies to encour- 
age all home study schools to operate ethi- 
cally. Without stifling institutional freedom, 
the Council is active -in helping curb and 
eliminate unfair exploitation of ambitious 
people by unscrupulous home study schools. 


; The Commission works as an independent 


body. Its judgment about any school is final 
and cannot be overruled. 

The first List of Accredited Home Study Schools 
under the new program was issued on Seprem- 
ber 1, 1956. It is expected that all NHSC 
members and other qualified schools will be 
accredited by 1960.
